The questions to be determined were: Was 
the suretyship determined?

_ Mr, Justice Hanna, in the course of a long 
judgment, said that the first point which it 
was necessary to consider was the nature of 
the appointment of the rate collector, because 
in this case, for the first time in Ireland, the 
question wag raised whether a bond given for 
a rate collector was revocable under any cir- 
cumstances ' or “was absolutely irrevocable. 
Hugh O’Donnell was appointed rate collector 
for the Kilmalioek district on April 7th, 1923, 
and the bond securing tlie due performance 
of his duties was duly perfected by the de- 
fendants, John Dooley and Thomas O'Donnell 
(the latter being the coliector’s father). 

itis lordship referred to the various rules 
and orders governing the appointment of rate 
collectors and the performance of their duties, 
and proceeded to deat with the power of Mr. 
Dooley, the surety, to withdraw his security. 
The law upon this. subject, he said, was 
reasonably clear. He thought that the power 
of revocation of a bond given by a person as 
security for another depended on the form of 
the bond. It depended whether consideration 
was given once for all; or whether it was 
made up of separate and successive elements. 
In the present case the giving of a bond by 
the sureties was inextricably ead up with 
the appointment of the rate collector. The 
collector could not have held the appointment 
without “a guarantee, In his opinion the 
position of rate collector fell within the 
we pd of guaranteed appointments, A 
bond was necessary; once a rate collector was 
appointed he held the appointment for life, 
the consideration moving from the County 
Council, unless there was misconduct on his 
part. It was a complete and entire appoint- 
ment in the sense that the consideration for 
it was complete and entire once he had been 
appointed to the position. It seemed to him 
that the surety could not arbitrarily, and 
without . the fullest justification, withdraw 
trom his suretyship. 

His lordship held on the evidence that 
when Mr. Dooley, the surety, wrote to the 
County Council giyjng notice that he would 
withdraw there hall! not been any misconduct 
on the part. of the collector at that time 
entitling the surety to revoke his guarantee. 
He sought to exercise arbitrarly, and for his 
ewn reasons, the right of revocation, and in 
his lordship’s opinion he was not justified in 
law in taking up that attitude. Accordingly 
he answered the first question by saying that 
there was no power to revoke the surety. 

The second question was: Were the svreties 
liable as the rate was quashed! This ques- 
tion was not seriously pressed, and his 
answer was “Yes.” The third question was: 
Had there been negligence by the County 
Council? In the case of the Wicklow County 
Council v. the Hibernian Insurance Company 
the Supreme Court had decided that sureties 
would not be released for mere negligence on 
the part of either the County Council or its 
officials, but, as Mr. Justice Murnaghan had 
put it, ‘‘ there must be something on the part 
of the Council and their servants which 
amounts to co-operation in the embezzlement 
which causes the loss.” There was nothing 
within a thousand miles of that in the pre- 
sent case. Guarantors took upon themselves 
a very heavy burthen if the ne san ncn to 
get rid of their liability & relying upon 
acts of either the county council or their 
officials. It would seem to his lordship to be 
almost impossible for a guarantor to get out 
of his bond, as he would be unable to prove, 
and would not have the facilities for. estab- 
lishing a case of co-operation on the part of 
the county council or their officials in the 
embezzlement. 

There was nothing in the present case that 
lent colour to the suggestion that there was 
any negligence or remissness on the part of 
the administrative officials of the county 
council, or that they or the council did any- 
thing or neglected to do anything which led 
to the committing of these frauds. Accord- 
ingly, he was of opinion that he must answer 
the third query in the negative and say that 
the county council was not guilty of negli- 
gence. No further issue arose, and he would 
give judgment for £800, with costs.

Concluding his argument on behalf of the 
appellants, Mr. Overend submitted that Eras- 
mus Smith never contemplated education 
without religion, and said that in this trust 
they could not divorce religion from 
education: they were bound inextricably to- 
gether; they were part of his one common 
purpose. . Erasmus Smith's intention was 
clear—his purpose was education in the Pro- 
testant religion 

The trustees came to the Court to have 
determined, on the true construction of the 
trusts of their foundation, whether this was a 
denominational charity. The - Attorney- 
General was the sole defendant originally. 
Everybody knew that a certain section, now 
represented by the “ special. defendants,” 
would be the actual contestants in deciding 
the question whether this was a Protestant 
charity or not. The “' special defendants ”' 
were facilitated, but the issue was somewhat 
embarrassed by their counter-claim that the 
paramount intention of Erasmus Smith was 
educational, and not religious. 

Replying to the Chief Justice, Mr. Overend 
said that the Attorney-iencral represented 
all other persons, and he represented the 
Presbyterian General Assembly, Befors the 
trial Mr. Dickie applied on behalf of his 
clients—certain individuals named—to be 
admitted. Mr. Dickie was heard, but, by 
his arguments and witnesses, did not assist 
the Court. Mr. Dickie was not appointed to 
represent the Presbyterian body. 

The Chief Justice said that one of the 
difficulties in the case was that there was no 
expert theological evidence given. If a 
common basis of identity or uniformity con- 
sisted simply in excluding Catholics, that 
position seemed to him to be very difficult 
to reconcile with all this discussion on reli- 
gion. He could understand Mr. Dickie’s 
position that this charity was exclusively 
Presbyterian—that was a rational position. 
He found it hard to imagine that all the 
religions were uniform in belief, doctrine and 
liturgy. 

Mr. Overend—The relief we ask for is a 
declaration that the object of Erasmus Smith 
was to propagate the Protestant faith accord- 
ing to the Scriptures. 

Chief Justice--On your evidence, were 
there not two divisions—the Episcopalians 
and the Puritans ! 

Mr. Overend—They were all members of 
the Church of England, There was no 
fundamental difference in doctrine between 
the various branches of Protestants at the 
time, but there were fierce contests as to 
Church order, as to whether the government 
should be by presbyteries or bishops. 

Chief Justice—Is that not fundamental ? 

Mr. Overend—Mr. Dickie came in to say 
that he represented the original party, and 
was solely entitled. 

Chief Justice--And made a very good case 
on the evidence. 

Mr. Overend addressed the Court on the 
position of the English schools, and this con- 
— the arguments on behalf of the appel- 
ants. 


POSITION OF ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL, 


When the Attorney-General was called 
upon, he stated that, as those representing 
the Attorney-General at the hearing in the 
High Court did not address the Court until 
after the other parties had been heard, he 
purposed, subject to their lordships’ ap- 
proval, to follow the same procedure now. 

The Chief Justice said that the Attorney- 
General was called upon now as the principal 
defendant to state his position. Parties had 
been added as defendants, but the Attorney- 
(general represented the whole body. 

The Attorney-General said that his attitude 
was to see that nothing was left unsaid, and 
he thought he could be most helpful in that 
respect if the “ special defendants’’ were 
heard first. 

Answering the Chief Justice, the Attorney- 
General said that he stood on the judgment of 
the High Court as being correct. 

The Chief Justice—Do you uphold it in 
both its declarations, that the primary pur- 
pose is educational and that the teaching of 
Usher’s Catechism is mandatory ? 

The Attorney-General—Yes, my lord. 

The Chief Justice—Is that the position of 
the “ special defendants ?”’ 

Mr. Lavery—No, my lord. 

The Chief Justice asked Mr. Lavery did he 
want to be heard now. 

Mr. Lavery replied that he did not— 
(laughter) —and then added that he wanted 
to be heard now if the Court were not going 
to hear Mr. Dickie, who, he said, was not 
representing the Presbyterians, but men who 
had not been put forward by the Presbyterian 
Body to represent them. It would be difficult 
for him to go on now and be followed by Mr. 
Dickie, whose submissions—from what he had 
said in the High Court—would be a reitera- 
tion of what had been said by the plaintiffs. 

The Chief Justice said that it struck him 
that the Attorney-General was the proper 
person to answer this appeal. 

Mr. Dickie said that he was entitled to 
appear on this appeal. ‘It is the Attorney- 
General who is not. entitled to be here, and 
nob me,’’ added Mr. Dickie, amid laughter. 
The moment he came in, he went on to say, 
the trustees attacked him, and said that he 
had no right to come in. The “ snecial 
defendants “ attacked him and said that he 
had no right to come in; and the Attorney- 
General, who, he supposed he might say, 
represented King Charles, because the King 
could do no wrong, also opposed him. He 
represented the Presbyterians who were 
named as the Presbyterian '' special defend- 
ants,’’ and he did it on the authority of the 
Bedford Charity, which he would cite. In the 
case of a charity, he submitted, the Attorney- 
General could not act without a relator. 

The Chief Justice—Do you say this action 
is wrongly brought? 

Mr. Dickie—This action is brought properly 
for what it is brought, and the Attorney- 
General has no right to be here at all. The 
Attorney-General can act only in the case 
where the person who is in charge of the 
charity is the King under the Sign Manual. 
In other cases he cannot act without a relator. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—It seems to me that 
your position, Mr, Dickie, is like Samson in 
the hall of the Philistines, You are trying to 
root down the whole structure.

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NONAGENARIAN’S SURPRISE. 


(BEFORE MR, ae gc HANNA.) 

Matthew Kennedy and Bryan Kennedy, 
Thomas Kennedy, Eileen Kennedy, and 
Michael Kennedy, minors, by Matthew 
Kenny and Frank V. Gordon, their guardians 
and next friends, trading as ennedy, 
of Ennis, sought to recover from William 
Cahir, farmer, of Inchiquin House, Corofin, 
County Clare, the sum of £517 19s., alleged 
to be due for shop goods supplied to the 
defendant's wife and daughter. The defence 
was that the goods were supplied without 
Mr. Cahir’s authority. 

According to the evidence, the goods had 
been supplied over a period of years, The 
defendant, who was ninety-one years of age, 
was notified of the debt by Mr. Cullinane, 
solicitor, Ennis, when he went into Mr. 
Cullinane’s office to pay a debt due to a 
local farmer for hay. He expressed surprise, 
repudiated the debt, and went at once to 
his own solicitor, who wrote to Mr. Cullinane, 
saying that he would not be responsible. 

Mr. James Marvian, manager of the 
plaintiffs’ drapery premises in Ennis, said 
1 that the bill had been sent to the defendant 
several times; but he admitted, in cross- 
examination b Mr. Comyn, K.C., that, 
though the defendant had becn in the shop 
several times, he did not mention it to him 
for fear of imsulting him. 

The defendant was examined, and said 
that he never got the bill, and that the 
first he heard of the debt was from Mr. 
Cullinane. He had given no authority to 
get goods on credit, and gave his wife and 
daughter their own banking account te pay 
for such personal goods as they required. 
Neither his wife nor his daughter was 
extravagant, and he could not understand 
how they got all the goods charged for in 
the plaintiff’s bill. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C. (cross-examining)— 
Which bank has the honour of having your 
money ’—The National. 

Would it be true to say they have £15,000 
of yours’?—Indeed, it would not. 

As I understand, you have had no current 
account since your daughter's marriage !—No. 

And how is your wife to get clothes since 
your daughter’s marriage ’—They had enough 
before it to carry them on. 

They ought to live on their humps, like a 
camel? Do you, as the Squire of Inchiguin, 
say that vour wife did not want any clothes 
since 1928?—I do not know what they did 
with them. 

Mr. Comyn mentioned that the goods 
aid for in the bill included forty-seven 

ats. i 

Mr. FitsGerald pointed out that this supply 
covered a considerable period oí years for 
two ladies, 

The defendant, in replv to the judge, said 
that he had no complaint whatever to make 
against his wife or daughter. There was no 
disagreement between them, bug he had 
always paid his way, and did not approve 
of credit accounts, He was quite unaware 
of the debt. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., said that he was 
prepared to take a judgment for £400, which 
would cover the period up to the marriage 
of the defendant’s daughter ; though, he con- 
tended, he was entitled to judgment for the 
full amount. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the law 
applicable to cases of this kind, so far as 
the wife was concerned, was that where a 
husband and wife were living together there 
was presumptive authority in the wife to 
contract for her heated in respect of a 
reasonable supply of goods for herself, so 
long as they were suitable in kind and uot 
excessive in quantity, and necessary acordiny 
to her condition in life. He thought that the 
account in this case was open to the comment 
made by Mr. Comyn that it disclosed extrava- 
gant expenditure, but he was not prepared to 
say that it was beyond the position in life 
of the parties. He accepted the defendant's 
evidence im toto—he thought he could rely on 
everything he sail. He was satisfied that 
from the beginning of the account in 1924 
until 1928 the defendant. had placed at the 
disposal of his wife and daughter a cred.t 
account with the bank with the object of 
MEN them to discharge househoid and 
personal habilities without pledging his 
credit. He would, accordingly, give judg- 
ment for £137 up to 1928, am ad the account 
was closed, and he expressed the view that 
the defendant was not aware of the debt until 
informed by Mr. Cullinane.

(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

URING the hearing of the charge 
D against him of conspiring with his 
niece, Beatrice Simmonds, to forge cer- 
tain documents in connection with the Irish 
Hospitals’ sweepstake on, the VCesarewitch, 
Joseph Nolan (45), of Eccles New road, Sal- 
ord, Lancashire, who pleaded not guilty, col- 
lapsed in the dock. He was attended by the 
warders on duty, and Dr. De Burgh Daly, 
who was present as a witness for the pro- 
secution, went to his assistance. After atten- 

tion he was assisted to the cells below. 

Miss Simmonds became hysterical and wept 
in the dock, She also was taken below. 

At this stage the trial was adjourned until 
this morning at 10.30 o'clock. 

In addition to conspiracy Simmonds was 
charged with uttering forged sweepstake re- 
ceipts, and Nolan with counselling and com- 
manding her to commit the offence. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. J. T. 
McCarthy {instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. 


NOT AN OFFENCE IN ENGLAND. 


Mr. Lupton, K.C., who (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Company, solici- 
tors) appeared for the accused persons, sub- 
mitted that. under the Act under which the 
prosecution was brought, the indictment dis- 
closed no offence which was common to Eng- 
land and Ireland, and that, before the sec- 
tion could apply, the offence must be an 
offence in each country. The offence alleged 
against them in this country was not an 
mg in England. Counsel also submitted 
that there was no jurisdiction here under the 
Forgery Act, 1913. 'This country was now a 
foreign country and did not form part of the 
United Kingdom, and on the facts alleged in 
the indictment there was no common offence 
in England and in Ireland under the law 
which enabled the venue to be placed in this 
country. 

Tt would he quite a different matter if the. 
law in England was the same as in Ireland. 
What was alleged as a crime here was not a 
erime in England, and they could not bring 
a person out of a territorial venue where he 
had not committed an offence to a venue 
where the offence might be charged against 


im. 

The Judge— Is it not alleged that the utter- 
ing took place in Co. Dublin? 

Mr. Lupton said that as far as the note 
of the evidence which he received went it 
showed that there was no evidence of utter- 
mg here. 

he Judge—Are you asking me to refuse 
to proceed with the trial, or is it to keep 
yourself right? 

Mr. Lupton said that he was making the 
points to keep himself right, and would 
elaborate them at the end of the evidence. 

The trial was then proceeded with. 


AN AGENT OF THE TRUST. 


Mr. Maguire, detailing the circumstances of 
the case, said that Nolan carried on business 
in the Egerton Arms, Salford. Miss Simmonds 
was his niece. He was apparently im touch 
with sporting circles, and last year was 
appointed an agent for the Irish Hospitals’ 
Trust. As such he was supplied with large 
numbers of tickets. 

The evidence would show that 7,000 docu- 
ments, purporting to be issued by the 
Hospitals’ Trust, were printed on a machine 
in the Egerton Arms, Salford. They were, 
however, concerned with only two of those 
documents—receipts—which, he would satisfy 
the jury, were part of those produced in the 
Egerton Arms. A Mr. Hall paid Nolan for 
certain tickets, and received receipts from 
Dublin. one of which bore the date October 
Ist, 1922. 

Miss Simmonds came to Dublin on Septem- 
ber 15th, 1952, and took a flat at. Windsor 
terrace, Dun Laoghaire, remaining tire 
until October 5th. Two of the receipts 

rinted in the Egerton Arms were posted from 
Dublin and were received by Mr. Hall. The 
writing on them was identified as that of Miss 
Simmonds. Paper similar to that on which 
the tickets were printed was found cut in 
bundles in the Egerton Arms, as well as the 
machine on which they were printed. i 

Counsel described the case as a very 1m- 
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portant and serious one, because the forging 
of documents struck at the whole foundations 
of good faith, not merely in business, but 
between persons. 


PRINTING OF DOCUMENTS. 

Evidence of Nolan’s appointment as agent 
for the Hospitals’ Trust having been given, 

Detective-Inspector Barnfield, Salford, was 
called and gave evidence that when he 
arrested Nolan on a warrant from Dublin he 
said that Mrs. Hall was telling lies, and that 
he had never been an agent for the Hospitals’ 
Trust. He found the printing press (pro- 
duced) and the paper receipt forms in the 
possession of the accused man. 

Detective-Sergeant Medcalfe, Salford Police, 
who was present when the Egerton Arms was 
searched, said that in one of the bedrooms he 
found two postcards which Miss Simmonds 
said she had sent from Dublin. He 
did not know that they were important 
until he saw that the writing on them was 
the same as that on the forged receipts. 
He informed the inspector and the Irish 
detectives about it. 

Mr. Laupton—So that you actually 
originated the whole case’—If you like to 
put it that way. . 

The witness denied that he got a signed 
statement from Beatrice Simmonds, or that 
he said that the statement would clear her. 

James Neary, Bancroft place, Manchester, 
a printer, said that he had known Nolan 
since 1926. He (the witness) got possession 
of the printing machine exhibited in court 
early in September on the hire purchase 
system, and it was delivered to the Egerton 
Arms and installed in an attic there. Nolan, 
showing him an Irish Sweepstake receipt, 
asked him whether the machine would * do 
a job like that,” and he replied that it 
would, but would not print it quite as good. 
Nolan told him to print numbers on some 
sheets of paper which he handed him, point- 
ing out where they were to be placed, and 
also some index letters. He printed the two 
documents (produced), which purported to be 
receipts issued by the Hospitals’ Trust. 
Altogether he printed 2,000 of these, and 
5,000 documents which purported to be Inrsh 
Hospitals’ ‘lrust tickets on the Cesarewitch. 
On some of the documents there was a rough 
water-mark, which corresponded with the 
water-mark on the genuine sweepstake ticket. 
He made the water-mark on the paper by 
direction of Nolan. 

At this stage of the hearing the accused 
man Nolan collapsed in tlé dock, and the 
Court was adjourned until 10.30 o'clock this 
morning.

A SWARM OF BEES.

THE LAW AS REGARDS 


OWNERSHIP. 


An unusual action, in deciding which the 
Sheriff defined the law in regard to the owner- 
ship of bees, was decided at Dunfermline 
yesterday. 

Peter Coutts, a butler, employed at Pitfir- 
rane House, near Dunfermline, sued Henry 
Gow, a local beekeeper, for delivery of a 
swarm of bees. 

The bees had swarmed on the mounting 
stone at Pitfirrane House, and it was neces- 
sary to have them removed before the pro- 
prietors of Pitfirrane returned home. 

Gow’s case was that he was instructed by 
Coutts to remove the bees, and having done 
so he claimed that they became his property. 

Coutts contended that as the bees had hived 
on Pitfirrane House they belonged to the 
proprietors, who, he said, had transferred the 
ownership of the bees to him. 

The Sheriff, deciding the action in favour 
of Gow, said that the law in regard to bees 
was very clear and had really been borrowed 
from the Roman law. The bees could be 
appropriated by the first person who took 
possession of them and gave them a home. 
Gow’s action in appropriating the bees was 
perfectly justified.

Sir ACaurice O'Connell. 


A correspondent - writes: — Recent 

reference to an Irish Knight of Malta in 
the “ Diary ” calls to mind the name of 
another Irish Knight, Sir Maurice 
O'Connell, of Lake View, Killarney, who 
has just been received into the Order. 
Born in 1889. Sir Maurice sneceeded his 
father, Sir Morgan Ross, as fifth Baronet 
in 1919, and is, in addition, Lord of the 
Manor of Bally- 
earberry, an ancient 
Kerry stronghold. 
once the property of 
MacCarthy Mór, the 
secret ally of Queen 
Elizabeth, for whom 
the CO “Connell family 
acted as Seneschals 
till transplanted by 
Cromwell. The late 
Sir Morgan married 
a sister of General 
Hickie. Their son, 
Sir Maurice, was 
educated in France 
and at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and served throughout 
the European War from 1915 to 1918 in 
the Royal Fusiliers, winning the M.C. in 
1915 and his captaincy in 1916. He was 
thrice mentioned in despatches, was 
wounded, and present at the landing of 
our troops in Gallipoli in, 1915. Sir 
M:urice, who now resides almost entirely 
at Lake View, is a keen angler, and a 
member of the Conservators’ Board of 
Fisheries. 

Sir James O'Connell, usually -called 
“The Nestor of Kerry,’’ the first baronet, 
was third brother of the Liberator. He 
married a daughter of The O’ Donoghue of 
the Glens, and through her Sit Maurice 
can claim descent from the great chieftains 
who were overlords to his ancestors, and 
whose castle of Ballycarberry was guarded 
by O’Connells for so mahy centuries. A 
collateral ancestor of Sir Maurice 
was General Count O'Connell, the ceéle- 
brated ‘‘last colonel of the Irish 
Brigade,” so. well known to historians, 
who, at his death, was the last sur- 
vivor of the famous brigade, and the last 
Chevalier of St. Louis. 
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‘The Legend of Ballycarberry. 


Mention of the O’Connells as Seneschals 
of Ballycarberry calls to mind a légend of 
the castle still current in the district. It 
appears that at one period some centuries 
ago the castle was inhabited by two 
©’Connell brothers, one of them inhabit- 
ing the ground floor and the other the 
upper storeys of the castle. MacCarthy 
Mór sent word to these brothers that he 
was about to visit Ballycarberry, where- 
upon each despatched an invitation to 
their chief to visit him, and not his 
brother. These separate requests for the 
honour of his company put MacCarthy 
Mór in a quandary, and finally he solved 
the problem by announcing that he would

Mr. Sean OF aoilain, who has just 
been awarded one of the Femina Vie 
Heureuse literary prizes for his novel, 
‘‘ Midsummer Night Madness,’’ is one of 
the most prominent figures in the little 
London group of Irish men and women 
who write. Not everybody knows that, 
under his other nom-de-plume of Sean 
Wheeler, he is the author of a ‘‘life’’ of 
Mr. de Valera, which recently appeared 
in serial form in one of the English 
Sunday newspapers. Another member of 
the same group is Dr. T. W. Kiernan, 
Secretary to the Free State High Com- 
missioner in London, who is one of the 
executors of Lady Gregory’s will and 4 
legatee under it.

Prince Charlie Liqueur. 


Drambuie has been picturesquely de- 
scribed as the Bonnie Prince Charlie 
liqueur, and a link with the ’45. No 
doubt, it has a following in London, where 
there is still a heroic little band of Stuart 
partisans. By the descendants of every 
chieftain who ever rallied to the standard 
of the Young Pretender it is regarded as a 
sacred potion. The MacLeods of Jura, the 
MacDonalds of the Isles, the house of 
Douglas, and the MacKinnon of Strath- 
aird, and numerous other old families, 
have given Drambuie the post of honour on 
their tables ever sinte Culloden. So pre- 
cious was it considered that it was only 
paneed round once—at the end of the 

anguet. 

Originally the recipe for the distillation 
of Drambuie was brought from France by 
a French follower of Prince Charlie; and 
after Culloden, while the Prince was in 
hiding in the Isles, the recipe was given 
to a chieftain who sheltered him, and 
succeeded in helping him to escape back 
to France. The secret of Drambuie has 
remained in the same family ever since, 
and, handed down from father to son, is 
as jealously guarded as that of the monks 
who give to the world the far-famed 
Chartreuse. 

It is manufactured on the Isle of Skye, 
and, instead of brandy as a basis, it takes 
its stand on good old Scotch whisky.

should be the theme of the writer, that the 
eople should be arbiters of literary worth, 
but we do maintain that nationality and the 
people count for much in the production of 
great literature. 

No great volume of literature, no great 
efflorescence of art or music was éver pro- 
duced by a people in bondage, not even the 
Jews. We will go further and say that 
among free peoples the greatest literature was 
produced, when the deep sources of inspira- 
tion were found at home. That does not 
mean that foreign models may not influence 
a native creater; for the literature of Greece 
and Rome has influenced all countries and 
all peoples. We do say when native art is a 
mere copy of foreign models, when literature 
céases to be creative und becomes imitative, 
then of necessity that literature and that art 
must decline. If there is to be an Irish 
literature, an Irish art, Irish painters, 
sculptors and musicians, that of inevitable 
necessity presumes an Irish, culture and an 
Irish civihsation, with an accent, a flavour 
and a tone of its own, and with all that the 
words “ culture’’ and “ civilisation’ imply 
in every sphere of life—the economic, the 
social, the spititual, the political and the 
emotional. e will go still further and say 
the periods of the greatest literary creation 
have sytichronised with periods of great 
olitical exaltation’ and expansion. | When 

hucydides wrote the Periclean oration for 
those dead in the War, he was not speaking 
for statesmen and soldiers; he was echoing 
vagne longings and emotions, throbs of the 
heart, the fire and glow of a whole 
people, with a common religion, common 
origitis, @ ¢ommunity. of ideals and 
interests, conscious of a high mission. 
These sentiments were in the air of 
Attica. They inspired the statesmen, the 
soldier, the private citizen, the architect, the 
painter, the dramatist, the sculptor, and the 
poet. The golden ace of Roman poetry cor- 
responded with the attainment of her political 
pre-eminence, Vergil again in his apostrophe 
to Imperial Rome and her great destiny 
echoes the spirit of exultation and expansion. 

In England political development influenced 

literary output. The golden agé coincided 
with the foundation of the Empire and the 
spacious days of Elisabeth. When Shakes- 
peare wrote the Enghsh historical plays and 
glorified his country in words stich as no 
man ever wrote, when Spénser paid homage 
to Gloriana, they were interpreting through 
the medium of their genius and their art, 
not only in these national pafiegyrics, but in 
all their work, that spirit of adventure, that 
restless endeavour which drove Drake, 
Raleigh and the buccaneers to the Spanish 
Main and the Indias. In that other great 
renaissance of English literature, the 
romantic poets, ome can well beheve the 
same deep instinct and emotion which pro- 
duced Clive and Hastings, conquered India 
and inspired the oratory of .Chatham—that 
same spirit which was presently to bring 
forth the younger Pritt, Nelson and Welling- 
ton--influéneéd the birth and genius and 
development of Wordsworth, Coleridge, 
Byron, Shelley, Keats, In the Victorian Era, 
when there were as many giants born as 
pigmiies now, "when England was at the 
summit of her power, Palmerston conid truly 
boast that England was the true heir and 
lineal descendant of imperial Rome. 
Catholic civilisation, Catholic culture has 
inspired the greatest outpouring of aftistic 
creation this world has known. I use artistic 
creation in the widest, sense—painting, poetry, 
sculpture, architecture, music, prose litera- 
turé, tapestry, applied art, bijouteric, ete. 
When we gét a country bound by a common 
sense of social unity, of high patriotism, of 
identity of mutaal interests, of common 
origins, corscious of its high destiny, and 
when all this is based on the foundation of 
4 Catholic culture, then we can be sure that 
art will flourish. So it is that of all the 
countries of Europe, France has the most 
prolific, sustained, and exalted standard of 
imaginative works of creation in music, 
literature, sculpture, painting, artistic crafts- 
manship. The government in such a country 
may be secular, anti-clerical, the individual 
artist may well be an agnostic, and yet such 
an artist may well be a participant in the 
heritage of that culture and all it implies. 

Here is. the. anomaly.. in. Ireland—an 
anomaly that all the academies will not ex- 
plain away. Wa Irish have a beautiful 
country, avaaee nk to inspire a painter or a 
peat. We are a Celtic people, .imaginative, 
)y race we have gifts from the muses. We 
have a peasantry with a rich folklore, with 
vivid imagery in speech, the envy of the 
techniciag in the art of writing. We have 
& folk music which many expert musicians 
have placed among the highest, if not the 
most beantifal in the world, which hag given 
themes to Beethoven, Mendelssohn and many 
others. Here is a people with every gift of 
the Creator for the fulfilment of one of the 
highest purposes of man—the expression of 
the emotional through the medium of art, 
and yet we Irish have done nothing. All 
over the continent that Catholic cultwre on 
material no less suitable was producing im- 
mortal works of rt, in Bruges, Malines, 
Antwerp, Brussels; We have produced 
nothing, because there has not been these 
hundreds of Years an Irish culture, and there 
is not sich a culture to-day. .It is a ques- 
tion whether there ever will be, Standardisa- 
tion of .life in ready-made moulds grows 
apace. The old Gaelic civilisation, the source 
of future development, was absorbed at the 
Conquest, and the Reformation completed 
the work of destruction by fixing the new 
supremacy, the new’ calttirée; the ‘Afiglo-Irish 
culture in the Protestant ascendancy, in the 
fixed and immutable moulds of religion. 

What have the Irish done in literature and 
art? If by the Irish you mean the true 
Irish, the descendants of the men and women 
who trod the highways with Patrick—nothing 
or next to nothing. Yet in our early 
Christian art, and in our missionaries who 
converted much oi Europe to Christendom, 
wó gave promise of one of the richest cul- 
tures in Christendom. Any contribution that 
haa’ been made to literature hag been made 
by Anglo-Irish writers, by men working in 
a culture and a ‘milieu suitable to them— 
Berkeley, Burke, Goldsmith, Sheridan. I 
omit Swift and living writers, All these,

admitted this, and this is the Irish question. 
Up to yesterday England organised our life 
on the basis of the Protestant ascendancy— 
the ascendaney in conmierce, for ‘which the 
Protestant genius was particularly adapted, 
the asceridancy in the land, in the university, 
in the professions afid in the bureaucracy, in 
liberal ease and wealth, and, as an inevitable 
sequence from these, the ascendancy in such a 
spontaneous, imaginative and creative sphere 
ad literature and art. To-day England has 
retreated half a step, She has abandoned the 
Protestant ascendancy theory, and has set up 
the dual State. She has severed the gé 
cord of the country. There can be no hope 
of a. final setHlement, an Irish cultare, an 
Irish Academy, until the final step be taken 
in the acknowledgment of a country one and 
nndivided—a country whose culture will be 
founded on Catholic traditions, a country 
with equality, and only equality, of oppor- 
tunity tot every citizen of every creed living 
within that culture and that community. 
When such a settlement ís made, we ean 
take up the threads severed in the twelfth 
century and lacerated in the sixteenth, and, 
with a rent in our national being, such as is 
inknown in Western Eurone and even in the 
world, reconstruct anew the fabric of our life.

Sin,“ Culture ” comes late to Kilkenny, 
it seems; but one’s amusement at the notion 
of “ A. KE.” ‘‘emerging from his anonymity” 
has a bitter taste when one eC on the 
impossibility of our Mr. P, Byrnes ever 
emerging from their arrogant ignorance.

Mr. Russell (i am 
in @ position to make this sensational 
exposure—‘ A, E.” is a Mr. George Russell, 
a poet of some slight reputation; better 
known, pethaps, as “ A. E.” in England) 
has only to read Mr. Byrne's letter to realise 
that the might of the forces arrayed against 
him is in their invulnerability. How can 
opinion avail against conviction? There is 
one lesson that the poet may hever, and 
must never, learn—that he is alone against 
the wall, his eyes unbandaged; he faces a 
blind-folded firing-squad called public opinion, 
who only know that he is not of their caste, 
and that he must die. oe 

I am not a poet, ah academician, or a 
member of the Censorship Board; [ama 
nobody, with intellectual pretensions. Mr. 
Byrne and I meet on equal ground. Possibly 
the only thing that enlists me in “ A. K.'s ' 
forlorn. army is that I loathe cant, which 
seems to be Mr. Byrne's intellectyal diet, 
His letter is a monument to eant, 

Mr. Byrne begins by confirmmng. our 
suspicions that there is a. Censorship Board. 
What. the function of this body is, beyond 
irritating the intelligent and consoling the 
smnug-minded, I am at a loss to discover. 
The weak-stomached and puny-minded people 
for whom it legislates are precisely those 
ople who are imcapable of distinguishing 
bail honest expression of opimon and 
mercenary dung-slinging. Posterity will have 
many a hearty chuckle when it remembers 
the banning of “ Brave New World,” Mr. 
Huxley’s satiric apotheosis of the Ford- 
Nirvana trend of civilisation, ‘‘In its 
general tendency indecent ’’—but, of course, 
Rabelais was a jolly, roistering old fellow; 
moreover, he, has the additional advantage 
of having been distinguished and dead for 
centuries. It was amusing to find ‘‘ Brave 
New World ” cited with approval in ‘ The 
Trish Way,” a book about Irish mystics and 
ta published lately by Sheed and 

ard. 

Mr. Byrne's second point is, actually, that 
the Academy is an anti-censorship organisa- 
tion. I should prefer to call it, with Mr. 
Walsh, a business concern on _ similar 
lines to the Book Society. Mr. Bernard 
Shaw is no idealist, and I see 
his name and something of his spirit 
in the official apologia. Mr. Shaw knows 
that advertisement is essential to businéss, 
and that supply, cleverly and attractively 
indicated, creates demand, But I have no 
doubt that every member of the Academy is 
opposed to our constitutional censorship. 
Cénsorship is the business of the Church, if 
it is anybody's business. I do not deny the 
right of the Catholic Church (of which I am 
s member) to prohibit this or that book, I 
merely point out that she is not doing so. 
The voice of the Censorship Board is a poli- 
tical noise, not a religious. “The reading 
public décided what is worthy or unworthy 
of commendation.’’ 

Oh! for the pen of a Wyndham Lewis! 
The feading public does nothing of the sort. 
The reading public is first forced to read, and 
then told what to read. It hates to decide 
anything. Jt says, “ Not bad, really,’’ when 
you ask it what it thought of, “The 
Fountain.’ It says, “ Not at all bad,’’ when 
giving its considered criticism of the latest 
P. G. Wodehouse. The reading public has 
read ‘The Fountain” because Messrs. 
Macmillan and Co., Mr. Gerald Gould, Mr. 
Hugh Walpole, Mr. James Agate, Mr. Ralph 
Straus, Miss Kate Q’Brien and a thousand 
reviewers have led it into reading ‘‘ The 
Fountain,” . It determined to read ‘ The 
Fountain ” even if it hurt, The reading 
public are the more like sheep for the 
efficiency of their shepherds. If the reading 
public voted for an Academy in a free elec- 
tion, only Miss Somerville and Mr, Lynn 
Doyle, of all the Irish Academicians, would 
retain their niches after that Parnassian 
avalanche.

JUSTIFIED. 


So far as the general policy of tariffs was 
concerned it had, despite the conditions which 
prevailed during the year, more than justified 
itself during the year, and Senators who had 
criticised the policy because it had not pro- 
duced unexampled prosperity in the country 
should ask themselves what would have been 
the position if the tariffs had not been intro- 
duced. They would have had to contemplate 
a much greater volume of unemployment, and 
a. more serious volume of unemployment, 
because it would have been more permanent 
and hopeless. 

Dealing with statements that unemployment 
was growing, the Minister said that to what 
extent that was true it, was hard to say. In 
some parts of the country unemployment did 
not exist at all, while in other parts it was 
undoubtedly a serious problem.

Miss KATHLEEN BROWNE asked: What 
about the figures? 

The Minister said that when the present 
Government came into power they were pre 
sented with a set of faked figures. The fact 
was that when people talked about this year's 
figures with last year’s they were comparing 
two sets of figures which had no relation one 
with the other. Any conclusions they came 
to must be erroneous. The position was that 
they had more on the register than they 
bargained for, but the figures included num- 
bers of land-holders and others prepared to 
take work on roads and quarries. and people 
who had other means of livelihood. he 
Government was trying to get an analysis of 
the figures. It would help Senators and 
others to appreciate the change that had been 
brought about following the Government’s 
method of registering unemployed when he 
pointed out that in a normal year the average 
number of vacancies notified to Labour 
Exchanges was between 16,000 and 17,000, 
but that within the period since the new 
method of registration came into force last 
June over 100,000 vacancies had been notified 
and filled through the Exchanges. 


TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Reference had been made to the Govern- 
ment’s tariff policy being unscientific, and to 
the necessity of ring the general range of 
tariffs examined by the Tariff Commission. 
It was the Government’s intention to utilise 
the Tariff Commission in respect of certain 
tariff applications where detailed examination 
appeared desirable. The Tariff Commission 
Act had not been repealed, and the Govern- 
ment would -use it. New members of the 
Commission would be appointed in the near 
future. They would resume the duty of 
examining difficult and complicated cases 
where applications for tariffs were pending. 
Consideration also was being given to the 
advisability of having some general examina- 
tion of the position with a view to rectifying 
any possible anomalies that had arisen out of 
existing duties. Sometimes it was found that 
two duties applied to the same article, and 
the Tariff Commission might be called on to 
undertake examination which would insure 
that difficulties of that kind would be re- 
moved. 

The Minister cenied the statement of 
Senator Miss Browne that the standard of 
living had gone down. This country was 
wi ing the industrial storm mtch better 
than other countries. As he had said in the 
Dail, he believed they had got over the worst, 
and they could look forward to an improving 
situation in the future. All that was re- 
quired was that those responsible for policy 
would not lose their heads, but would see 
clearly the road they were taking, and follow 
that road to where it would inevitably lead.

MINISTER ON NATIONAL 
SAFETY. 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry, in 
moving the second stage of the Agricultural 
Produce (Cereals) Bill, 1932, said that, apart 
altogether from the question of increased 
employment and the greater national wealth 
resulting from that employment, there was 
the broad question of national safety. In 
most civilised ‘countries Governments had 
been concerned to encourage the production 
of wheat and other cereals, and sles to pre- 
serve milling as a key industry, There was 
practically no European country in which 
State assistance of one kind or another to 
encourage wheat production was not given, 
or in which the flour-milling industry was 
not protected. He knew that there were 
some people who believed that for some 
peculiar reason Ireland was the one spot on 
earth in which it was not possible to grow 
wheat, and which, for some reason, might 
find it advantageous to depend upon some 
outside source for its supplies of that 
essential commodity, flour, It was possible to 
criticise the machinery which had to be 
established to achieve those ends, but he did 
not think anybody could dispute the desira- 
bility of attaining those ends. Whatever 
defects the ag ici might have, it was at 
least capable of working. 


MILLING CAPACITY, . 


It was the aim of the Government to 
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Describing the situation with which the 
portions of the bill relating to milling were 
to deal as being most undesirable, the 
Minister said that it was complicated by the 
fact that a great English combine was 
— a controlling influence over the 


Government somewhat ‘more than one-third 
of the total milling capacity of the country 
was in their hands. That position had not 
been disturbed. It was true that the pro- 
portion controlled by that group would 
diminish, but it was not intended to refuse 
a licence under the bill to anybody who was 
milling flour in the Free State in 1931. 


IMPORTED WHEAT. 

There must be no possibility of the State 
being defrauded through any part of the 
subsidy being expended on imported wheat. 
Farmérs who grew wheat would require to 
register. The sale of his wheat to the flour 
miller would be recorded by the Department 
of Agriculture, and at the end of the year 
the. Department would pay as subsidy the 
difference between the average price and the 
standard price laid down in the second 
schedule of the bill. If no wheat were grown 
no harm would be done. If as a result of 
the bill, however, wheat were grown it would 
mean a substantial increase in employment, 
and a much better use of the land from the 
national] standpoint, and incidentally a dimi- 
nution in what was probably the largest item 
of their imports. They anticipated that in 
the first year there would be 65,000 acres of 
wheat grown, and in the full year the amount 
ofthe subsidy was estimated at £120,000. 


AGAINST NATURE. 

Miss K. BROWNE, speaking from her prac- 
tical experience of farming, said that the bill 
was a thoroughly bad one, and would prove 
a thorough failure. The scheme was against 
nature, and, because they had had an excep- 
tional season this year—a remarkable year, 
that occurred only once in twenty-five or fifty 
years—some people thought they could grow 
wheat. Of course they could grow Ht th 
but it would be in quality far inferior to that 
grown in Canada. The Government was 
going out for a big scheme, and wanted to 
change the whole tastes of the people. She 
admired their courage. but post not agree 
with their methods, The people were going 
to be taxed to pay a subsidy to keep the price 
of wheat here at 25s. a barrel at a time when 
the price of Manitoba wheat—the best in the 
world—was only 13s. a barrel. She, herseli, 
had tried to grow wheat, but found it a most 
precarious crop, and, when stored, it went 
musty and mouldy. She asked the Minister 
to explain why they had such a phenomenal 
growth of rushes in the last five years, even 
on high lands. Her idea was that it was 
because the land was sodden, and nobody but 
a lunatic would attempt to grow wheat where 
there were rushes. 

The policy of the Department of Agri- 
culture to give increased employment by 
tillage was an absolute fallacy, Mixed farm-

SUMMONSES AGAINST 
BUSINESSMAN. 

The hearing was continued at Birminc- 
ham yesterday of the summonses against 
Morris Spiro, jeweller, of Hagley road, 
Birmingham, who is accused of fraud in 
connection with income tax returns. 

The prosecution alleges that during the 
eleven years ended March. 1923, Spiro 
made total profits of £44,813. and only 
disclosed profits of £10,463, there being 
an under-statement of over £34,000. S 
_ The prosecution submitted that in 
income tax, excise, profits duty and super- 
tax, the revenue would have been deprived 
of £19,735 had it not been for the investi- 
gations. 

Mr. Percy R. Hackett, an accountant, 
said that in December, 1920, he saw 
revenue officials regarding the defendant's 
previous taxation returns, who suggested 
that Spiro had not stated his correct 
profits. He told them that as there were 
no books it was impossible to say what 
the profits had been. So far.as he could 
ascertain, defendant was worth £5.500 in 
1914, and £11,247 in 1919, and the profits 
for the period were agreed at £6.206. Tt 
was finally agreed that Spiro should pay 
£2,100. Witness did not know at that 
time that the defendant had a deposit 
account of £5,965, nor did Spiro mention 
that he had any book debts owing to him 
outside his business. 

The case was adjourned until Thursday.

The reasons given for the cancellation

2—The amount of the royalty paid to 
Persia has been unfairly csleulated ; 

3—That Persians are not permitted to 
check the account ; 

4—That the royalty was not paid in 
war-time, in spite of repeated Persian 
complaints ; 

5—That the company has refused to pay 
income tax ; 

6—That reckless expenditure by the 
company in other parts of the world is 
detrimental to the interests of the Persian 
oil industry ; 

7—That the cost of oil in Persia is ex- 
cessive ; 

8—That the company has failed fully to 
exploit the Persian oilfields, while fields 
outside have been developed ; 

9—The company’s refusal to send a 
representative last summer to negotiate. 


DECLINES TO WITHDRAW. 


On account of these reasons the Persian 
Government feels justified in having can- 
celled the concession, and sees no reason 
to withdraw that cancellation 

The Persian Government refuses to ad- 
mit that it is liable to accept the judg- 
ment of the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice in The Hague, and the 
Permanent Court cannot deal with a dis- 
pute between the Persian Government and 
a commercial company, such as the Anglo- 
Persian. 

The Persian Government refuses to ad- 
mit any liability for damage done to the 
company’s affairs, as it has never taken 
part in the company’s activities; has 
never interfered with, nor is interfering 
with, the affairs of the company, nor is it 
causing the company inconvenience. For 
these reasons the Persian Government is 
not liable for any damage or losses 
suffered by the Anglo-Persian Company. 


THREATS AND PRESSURE. 


With referénce to the hope expressed in 
the British Note that the Persian Govern- 
ment will come to terms with the Anglo- 
Persian Company, the Persian Govern- 
ment regrets that it is impossible to start 
negotiations with the company owing to 
the fact that the British Government has 
adopted: a. threatening attitude. 

The Persian Government considers it 
regrettable that the British Government 
should continue to encourage by pressure 
brought to bear on the Persian Govern- 
ment. the company’s resistance to Persian 
wishes. The Persian Government con- 
siders this attitude incompatible with the 
spirit. of uprightness and desire for peace 
which should prevail between friendly 
members of the League of Nations, and, 
therefore, considers itself within its rights 
in brifiging to the notice of the Council 
of the League of Nations the threats and 
pressure directed against the Persian 
Government by the British Government.

Patrick Keenan, drayman, and Thomas 
Walsh, storekeeper—had entered, two 
men, armed with revolvers, walked into

They held up the four employés and 
ordered them into a stable at the rear of 
the premises. The two men then stood 
| guard at the entrance to the stables. 

A few minutes later a party, estimated 
i at a dozen men, entered the stores and 
| proceeded to break open the casks. At 
that hour of the morning Lavitt’s quay, 
always a quiet thoroughfare, was almost 
| deserted; and the noise made in breaking 
| the casks apparently did not attract any 
attention. 

DIFFICULT TASK, 

The men found their task a difficult one, 
and while the ashen tops were stove in and 
| the casks rolled on their sides, so that the 
contents could be poured away, some of 
the casks were not completely broken open, 
so that a certain amount was salved later. 
Some cagks were not interfered with, the 
raiding party not delaying in the stores 
longer than eight or ten minutes. 

The casks which were broken open were 
five hogsheads, four barrels, ten half- 
barrels and three firkins, and the value 
| of their contents was just over £150. As 
has been pointed out, however, all of these 
casks were not completely emptied. 

When the party had been in the stores 
rather less than ten minutes the two armed 
men warned the employés to remain in the 
stables for at least ten minutes. Others 
of the raiders tore out a telephone from 
| the wall—incidentally it was merely a tele- 
phone from the stores to the office upstairs 
—and the entire group then took their 
| departure. 

When the four employés came out of the 
| Stables they found the stores. almost 
| flooded with ale, which was running out 
| into the street. The Civic Guards were 

notified by telephone, and meanwhile the 

employés did what they could to save what 
| remained of the ale in the broken casks 
and to clean up the stores. 

The Civic Guards are busily engaged in 
| making inquiries into the affair, but up to 
the time of going to press no arrests had 
been made.

rwSHE only solution for the problems which 
i confronted the country at present was 

to forget old party names, slogans, and 
war cries, and have the best men in every 
party in a National Government for the good 
of the country. That would stop the eeonomic 
warfare, make peace with their only market, 
and open up trade again with Great Britain; 
declared Mr. William E. Jacob at the annual 
meeting of the Waterford Chamber of Com- 
inerce, 

References, he said, had been made to the 
establishment of local industries; but they 
would require a good many flourishing 
factories to recompense the : country for 
almost the entire loss of the export trade. 

Reciprocal trading between the Irish Free 
State and Britain, which he had urged at 
last annual meeting, had received a stagger- 
ing blow. Their export trade was gone, or 
was being maintained by subsidies, which 
appeared to him to be an economic process 
of feeding the dog off his own tail. Years 
ago they were the biggest suppliers of eggs 
to Great Britain, but now they were far 
away down on the list, and, strangely enough, 
it was not the Danes, but South Africa and 
New Zealand, with the benefit of the Im: 
perial preference, that were taking first 
place. 

They should, of course, all do their utmost 
to '“ boost’’ factories where they were cet 
up, but tariffs were a double-edged weapon. 
They might find it necessary to protect their 
industries, but this should be done with 
judgment and discretion. 


MONEY FOR NOTHING. 

The. Mayor (Councillor M. Cassin) said 
that the present tendency ‘seemed to be ‘not 
to help: unemployment, but rather to make 
people to -a cértain extent unemployable. The 
first thmg that many of their youths on leav- 
Ing school to-day concerned themselves with 
was how to get money for nothing. That was 
a bad principle, was most demoralising for 
the country at large, and was not in keeping 
with the thrift and energy which were the 
usual characteristics of the Irish people. 
Money given without adequate return in the 
shapé of work was merely pauperising the 
commumity. Exeept in very rare circurh- 
stances, 1t was most degrading for the man 
or woman-who received it. 

He thought that there must be something 
radically wrong when the present population 
could not. find a living in their own country 
without ‘being *pauperised by doles. Some 
little industries had already been established 
in the city, and he hoped that others would 
follow. That was the only way to save the 
country—by making people self-reliant and 
independent of pauwperising grants, 

Mr. A. A. Farrell. Secretary and General 
Manager, Waterford Harbour Commissioners. 
alluding to the coming Transport Bill, spoke 
of the need for watchfulness on the part of 
every citizen of the State in order to ensure 
the maintenance of public rights. According 
to the newspapers, he said, the Government 
had offered the railway directors a subsidy 
equal to the. suggested ‘cut’? in wages. 
but such subSidy, if not Clearly defiucd, would 
have the effect of enabling the railway 
directors to continue the poli of further 
diverting legitimate traffic to the ports of 
Waterford, Cork, and Limerick to Rosslare. 

Transport was the lifeblood of the country, 
and there should be no monopoly. Í?one of 
them wanted to see the people of Cork, 
Limerick, and aterford paying g- bsidy 
through taxation for the diversior of their 
trade to a port and a railway not bilonging 
to the Irish Free State.

The progress may be estimated broadly 
from two points of view—the total amount 
of advances made for land purchase and the 
total number of -tenants actually converted 
into, purchasers of their holdings subject to 
terminable annuities. Under the first cate- 
gory the sum of £28,172,000\ was advanced for 
the purchase of an area of 3,773,000 acres 
during the nine years from 1923 to 1952, as 
against £95,654,000 in respect of an area of 
10,777,000 acres in the 42 years from 1881 
to 1923. Under the second category, the 
tenants of 167,000 jhnoldings, comprising an 
area of 4,969,000 acres and representing 4 
total purchase price of £29,905,000, have been 
converted into purchasers during the period 
1925 to 1952, as against 253,000 holdings, com- 
prising 9.925,000 acres ahd” representing a 
total purchase price of £91,056,000, in the 
42 years from 1881 to 1932. These figures 
show a much higher average rate of progress 
since 1925 than formerly. 


THE DIVISION OF LANDS. 
As regards the acquisition and division of 
untenanted lands and the correlated expendi-

of estates, the returns show that since 1925 
a total area ef 441,000 acres was acquired, 
492 000 acres divided {including «the ‘carry- 
over of lands previously’ acquired), and 
£1.703,000 spent on estate improvement 
works, apart from £505,000 spent on relief 
works. The correspending figures for the 
period prior to 1923 were :— 


By the Congested Districts Board, 605,000 
acres acquired; 413,000 acres divided, and 


£2,508,000 spent on improvement works; by 
the Estate Commissioners, 361,000 acres 
acquired; 336,000 acres divided, and 
£840,000 spent on improvement works, mak- 
ing a total of 966,000 acres acquired, 749,000 
acres divided, and £3,148,000 spent on im- 
provement ‘works prior to 1923. In this case 
also the average rate of progress has been 
considerably greater since 1923! 


PROCEEDINGS PENDING. 

The report proceeds to show, that, in spite 
of the great amount of work accomplished, 
a big task still awaits the Land Commission 
before land purchase can be said to be finally 
completed. ‘‘The scrutiny of over 100,000 
tenanted holdings, preparatory to the mak- 
ing of Vesting Orders, is now in progress, 
while some 16,000 parcels of untenanted land 
have also to be vested in the allottees. Over 
75,000 acres of untenanted land acquired 
under the Land Acts, 1923-31, are on ‘hands 
for division, and an area of three-quarters 
of a million acres of untenanted land awaits 
consideration for acquisition and disposal, 
as well as an area of about 90,000 acres of 
rough mountain land and turbary acquired 
by the late Congested Districts Board.” 


THE LAND ACT OF 1981. 
The report refers to the working of the 
Land Act of 1931, for which Mr. Martin 
Roddy, T.D., Parliamentary Secretary. to 
Lands and Fisheries in the late Government, 
was responsible. It says :— 

& The Land Act, 1931, enacted on the 3th 
April, 1931, is much the most important 
measure of land legislation since 1923. It 
was intended primarily to obviate further 
delay in putting tenant purchasers under the 
Act of 1923 on a purchase annuity basis. 
Lhe process of vesting holdings simultaneously 
in the Land Commission and the tenants— 
inaugurated by the Land Act, 1927—though 
administratively convenient, had proved slow 
in practice. The Land Act, 1931, ote enabled 
vesting in the Land Commisison to be 
accomplished by means of the immediate 
publication in Jres Osfigiutl of lists: of vhold- 
ings, subject to-the Correction of such -eneofs, 
omissions, etc., as may subsequently be found 
necessary. ' 

“Up to date, the Act has been remarkably 
successful in its operation, and: the tásk of 
vesting tenanted land in the Land Commis- 
sion may be said to be practically completed. 
Some 79,000 holdings on 4,751 estates coming 
under the Land Act, 1923, have been vested

Our agricultural com- 
munity find themselves with their backs tos 
the wall, fighting against threatened | 
tion by Teason of the tariff war, and are now 
being gripped in a stranglehold by our 
Government, who are seeking to collect the 
annuities, We. are determined that the 
farmer’s position must be clarified, and that 
he is not to be made to pay a State revenue 
in the one case, and to the bondholders in the 
other case, and so pay at least twice. — . 

The reaction of the agricultural position 1s 
daily becoming more felt by both the trader 
and the labourer, and unemployment is in- 
creasing at a rapid rate all over the country. 
No solid effort is being made to check this 
serious menace to the existence of our people, 
and the Government are incurring grave 
responsibilities in the matter. 

In every district the call of the unemployed 
is heard, and the providing of relief grants 
is only a temporary method of dealing with 
tha position. 

The grand promises of work for all which 
were dinned into the people’s ears at the 
beginning of the year are now unheard of. 
The industrial revival from which so much

After finding, scent seemed to be 
bad, as over the first two fields hounds could 
hardly own the line. However, they crossed 
the Parsonstown double and were never 
touched after till they got to Moyglare. They 
ran over the Midland railway and on over 
the Batterstown road and along the bottoms 
to Fortain, and on over Rivstown, with Cree- 
more on the right. They then ran very fast

DENMARK'S ENTHUSIASM. 

It was the Strollers who initinted bad- 
minten tours on the Continent, and hitherto 
they ‘have had a monopoly of such enter- 
prises. As a result of various visits that they 
paid to Denmark the game became so popular 
in that country that a couple of years ago a 
Danish Badminton Association: was formed, 
and they have already several magnificent 
badminton halls in such centres as Copen- 
hagen. Now comes the announcement that 
early in the new year the English Badminton 
Association is sending a representative team 
to Copenhagen. This announcement 1s hailed 
as marking a new era in the history of the 
game ; for, as it is said, this is the first time 
that such a team has been sent to a con- 
tinental country. It is only fair, however, 
that the Irish Strollers should jet credit 
for the spade work done by them. If it 
had not been for the impetus given 
to the game during their visits to 
Denmark, recognition by the English govern- 
ing body would still be a long way off. In 
this connection the greatest credit is due to 
Major J. D. M. MeCallum, the energetic 
hom. secretary of the Northern Branch of the 
B.U.1., who for years has organised the tours 
of the Strollers. , 

A TOUR IN THE WEST. 

Such missionary tours do a lot more for 
the game than is generally realised, and 
credit, is due to Major Knaggs, the President 
of the Dundalk District League, for having 
organised the team which toured saccessfully 


‘im the Sligo district at the beginning of the 


season. So far the game has not flourished 
to any great extent in the West of Ireland if 
the number of affiliated clubs were to be 
taken as all the evidence.

Hotel, Dublin, last night for the annual re- | 
union of the past pupils of Blackrock Col- 


lege. 

Mfr. Thomas F. Stack, President of the 
Union, in proposing the toast, ‘The Pro- 
vincial and the Presidents of the Constituent 
Colleges,” said that at the present time they | 
had two Rugby football fifteens at Blackrock | 
College. The senior fifteen had an unbeaten | 
record, and the junior fifteen a similar re- 
cord. Blackrock had great achievements to | 
its credit in the athletic arena, and in the | 
Irish athletic revival Blackrock College in- | 
sisted on being in the forefront. They had | 
won the senior and junior shields in the | 
Dublin schools and colleges contests. In | 
fourteen events they secured seven first | 
places. : 

Blackrock men now occupied foremost posi- 
tions in every sphere of life. A Blackrock 
man now occupied the highest position in the 
Irish Free State.. He was sorry that Mr. 
de Valera was not with them that night. 

Continuing, Mr, Stack referred to the 
way in which Blackrock College intended to 
help the Catholic foreign missionaries. It | 
was proposed to raise a Burse of £600 for 
the education of missionary students. The 
Africans were crying out for the Faith, and 
the only drawback was the lack of priests. 

The Very Rev. Dr. McQuaid, C.S.Sp., M.A., 
President of Blackrock College, responding, 
thanked the Union ivr their invitation, and 
congratulated Mr. Statk on his election as 
President of the Union.

“ By living, to contess the Faith integrally 
and manfully,’’ said Dr, McQuadi, “that 1s 
the purpose which we must set before the 
Blackrock boys. It is a stern ambition, but a 
glorious one. It has its root in a profound 
appreciation of the Faith; wt thrives in 
generous love of Jesus Christ and Mary; it 
bears fruit in the full life of thought and 
action which is Catholic virtue.” 

Dr. McQuaid addej that this code of 
Catholic education was a whole world removed 
from the incomplete ideal or spurious culture 
that was found outside the Church. Any 
culture that deliberately turned aside from 
Christ was spurious and became an instru- 
ment of disorder in the world. There were 
not two orders of reality. There was only 
one : God's order, in which all things of mind 
and heart and will, ali education, all litera- 
ture, all art, ali things have been by God 
subjected beneath the feet of Christ. 

“ These,” said Dr. MeQuaid in conclusion, 
‘are vibrant thoughts, but in the prevailing 
atmosphere of disconsolate ideas | should like 
to stress our hopes and our ideal. That we 
shall succeed 1 have no doubt; for the work 
is God's, not ours, and we greatly trust Him 
and His Mother for the life of all our boys.”

MINISTRY'S ORDER 
TO GUARDIANS.

HE new scales of outdoor relief were 
considered by the Belfast Board of 
Guardians to-day, when the Acting Clerk 
Mr. W. Sinclair) read an Order of the 
inistry of Home Affairs directed to the 
Council of the County Borough of Belfast, 
the Guardians of Belfast Union and 
others relative to the administration of 
outdoor relief. 

Mr. Sinelair said the Order came into 
force on December 12th, and he had noti- 
fied Mr. Barry, Supervisor under the new 
authority set up. for dealing with outdoor 
relief. The Order authorised the Board 
of Guardians to administer relief out of 
the workhouse for a period of six months, 

In determining the amounts to be 
awarded in. individual cases the Super- 
visor shall observe the following stan- 
dards :— 

Man and wife: 20s. per week. 

Man and wife, with one or twe 
children: 24s. per weel:. 

Man and wife, with three or four 
children: 28s. per week. 

Man and wife, with more than four 
children: 32s. per week, 

Such standards shall be applied only in 
the case of applicants with good industria] 
and general records. Where the appli- 
cant’s record is unsatisfactory, or where 
there is other income in the family, the 
Supervisor may make appropriate abate- 
ments, subject to the conditions im- 
posed under the Means Test Bill for 
transitional benefits recently passed by the 
Northern House of Commons, 


SINGLE PERSONS, 


In dealing with the cases of single adult 
persons the Supervisor shall give special 
consideration fo all the circumstances of 
each case, with particular regard to the 
industrial and general records of the 
applicants, 

Where such persons can prove that they 
have been bona fide maintaining them- 
selves, either alone or with dependents, 
they may be allotted appropriate relief. 
Where such relief is given to single adult 
persons without dependents the minimum 
allowed per week shall be 4s. and the maxi- 
mum amount 12s., the actual amount to 
depend on the circumstances of each case, 
including the general record of the appli- 
cant and the existence of other income. 
Appropriate additional allowances may be 
awarded in cases where the applicant in 
question has a person, or persons, de- 
pendent on him. 

Where such single adult persons are 
residing with their parents or relatives 
they may be treated as members of the 
family for assessing the amount of the

Kennedy could not agree to this request as 
a definite order was made at a County Council 
meeting that the rate of wages was to be 10s. 
per day. 

Eventually the majority of the carters, who 
do not belong to any union, agreed to work 
for 10s. per day, and work was resumed that 
afternoon. 

The sixty labourers who were employed be- 
fore the strike have been re-engaged, and the 
work is progressing satisfactorily.

CORK FARMERS AND 
SUBSIDIES.

From OUR Own CORREsPONDENT, 
MACROOM, Tuesday. 


Presiding at a meeting of the Macroom 
District Executive of the Farmers’ and Rate- 
payers’ League in the Town Hall, Macroom, 
to-day, Mr. Denis Lucey said that farmers 
were being scandalously treated by the 
Government. All their produce, with the 
exception of butter, had fallen below pre-war 
prices, and there was an addition of. forty 
per cent duty on the exported surplus. They 
were told that they were getting a subsidy, 
but could any one of them say that they 
benefitted by a subsidy on the stock that 
they sold at the fair that day. The fact 
was that nothing would be bought from them 
except at bargain prices. They were being 
processed wholesale in the same way that 
tenant-farmers were under the old British 
régime. 

The Government yielded to threats of a 
strike in the case of the railways, and only 
drastic action by the farmers would result 
in an appeasement of their conditions. If 
traders and shop-keepers had treated them as 
the Land Commission had done many of them 
would not be there that day. 


THE ANNUITIES. 

Mr. Twomey, Aghabollogue, criticised Mr. 
McDermot's recent pronouncement in regard 
to the payment of land annuities, and said 
that he was afraid the leader of the new 
movement was not made of the same stuff as 
the old leaders. He demanded a more 
vigorous attitude from the League. It was 
suggested to the County Executive that. an 
injunction should be sought to restrain the 
Government from collecting the annuities 
until they were properly applied. That 
suggestion was not acted upon, but they had 
it now from Mr. Cosgrave that the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party were taking steps to 
obtain an injunction. There was something 
wrong about their League. 

Mr. T. Murphy, organiser, said that they 
were aiming at taking over at some future 
date the responsibilities of Government, and 
it was not conceivable that their leader 
should advocate a movement which was con- 
trary to the policy of the elected Government 
of the day. They heard a good deal about 
Bolshevism and Communism, but un- 
consciously some of them were preaching that 
gospel among themselves. The dispute in 
regard to land annuities was a legal one, and 
it was not the function of that organisation 
to tell the Government to hand over the 
annuities to England. Mr. . McDermot 
claimed that there should be a revision of 
the financial agreements between this country 
and Great Britain.
